Professor Priestly, esteemed as both a Literary critic and a scholar, will speak 
on "Sctence and the Humanities". He is vitally interested in the Aelationship 

b etween science and the humanities and his work on such figures as Leibniz, Godwin, 
Newton and John Stuart Mill has made him an authority on the subject. 


A graduate of both the University of Alberta and the University of Toronto, Pro- 
rh Priestky has taught both at the Latter and at the University of British 

Lumbia. He has served on the American Council of Learned Societies’ Committee 
on the Humanistic Aspects of Science, was President of the Humanities Association 
0% Canada and is a Feklow of both the Royal Society of Literature and the Royal 
Society of Canada.
